Hundreds were reported killed on 


both sides. 


The fighting originally broke out 


Sunday, the dispatches said, in the 
vicinity of Dorohoi, near the new 
Russian-Rumanian frontier. 


After a Sunday night lull, the 


batfcle was renewed. 


Hitler has exerted powerful pres- 


sure on Rumania and other Balkan 
countries, sources of German sup- 
plies, to maintain the status quo in 
southeast Europe while he concen- 
trates on the battle for Britain. 


British R.A.F. bombers attacked 


both Germany and Italy in far- 
ranging sorties before dawn today, 
and B.B.C., the official British radio, 
said that government buildings along 
the Wilhelmstrasse in Berlin—where 
Hitler's chancellery 
is situated— 


have been among the targets bomb- 
ed.

The Literary Guidepost 


By John Selby 


"THE BIG SEA," by Langston Hughes (Knopf: $3). 
¥ ANGSTON HUGHES is only 38 years old, and 
*-* therefore young to write an autobiography. His 
"The Big Sea" would, if it were only an autobiography, 
be somewhat futile. It is more. 


It is the story of a young negro at large in the 


world, written in the only way it could be written, 
and remain effective. 
That is to ;say, it is a per- 


sonal account of experience in which the experience 
is related to an individual and not to a concept. 
There is a concept at large in the book, of course. 
It is the ever-present problem of the place in a world 
dominated by white or reasonably white people of a 
black, or reasonably black man. It concerns Lang- 
ston Hughes as well as everyone else in the United 
States; he thinks, as most negroes think, that a negro 
should enjoy the privileges of this country equally 
with a white man. 
it in print. 


But he is not screaming about 


Because of its restraint, and its wholly delightful 


appearance of having "just grown," his story is unique 
among like projects by negroes. It should be read 
and studied by young Richard Wright before it is 
too late. It should be read, too, by most whites, 
because it is true and honest and not bitter. 


It tells how a negro boy born 'in Joplin, Mo., and 


brought up mostly in Lawrence, Kas., has made a 
career for himself in literature. It tells the truth 
about his ancestry, for a start — exactly how much 
white blood he has, and where it came from. 
It 


shows his father, a hard, driving man who would not 
endure the restrictions of this country and made much 
money in Mexico. And his mother, bitter about her 
husband, beaten down to jobs beneath her, some- 
times even hungry — but still able to live life. 


It shows also an amazing succession of men as a 


negro sees them — George, the boy on a freighter 
Hughes once sailed on; Carl Van Vechten in the days 
of 
"Nigger Heaven"; 
a 
celebrated gold-digging 


evangelist of Harlem's prime; many of the negro 
entertainers at their zenith and after. And Vachel 
Lindsay and Paris in the '20s, and Greenwich Village 
out after alcoholic art, and the parties the whites 
never saw in Harlem, and life as a bus boy in a Wash- 
ington hotel. 


Whether or not anything intelligent will ever be 


done about the thing which worries Hughes this 
writer does not know. But if something effective is 
done, it will be because people like Hughes tell the 
.truth as he has done.

Adams predicted that "there prob- 
ably will be 500 or 600 arrests." 


City detectives and' state police 


in two raids Monday arrested seven 
men and seized a large number of 
lottery tickets, printing and binding 
machinery and paper stock. 


Magistrate Edward Williams held 


the men in- $3,500 bail for further 
learing September 4. 
Detectives 


sought others named as "higher 
ups." 


Assistant 
City 
Solicitor 
James 


Francis Ryan said the lottery was 
"big business operating in eight 
states and every town in Pennsyl- 
vania." Tickets, he said, were not 
sold in Philadelphia but were dis- 
tributed from here to nearby states. 


Adams described the raids as the 


end of a "long, long chase of the 
biggest lottery in the United States," 
and said that for 18 months his 
agents had "been laboring to put 
their finger on the source and dis- 
tribution" of the tickets. 


Ryan said the tickets sold for 25 


and 50 cents and the "payoff" rang- 
ed as high as S500 daily with a spe- 
cial weekly prize of $2,500. 


Nineteen state policemen com- 


manded by Corporal W. A. Bader, 
and three city detectives carried out 
the raids. At one plant they smash- 
ed in two doors and confiscated 
500,000 tickets. 


"When I returned to office," Ad- 


ams said, "I received reports from 
my men all over the state that lot- 
teries were running wide open. We 
located hundreds of agents and 
through them we made many 'buys.' 
At that time we could have cracked 
down on these little fellows, but we 
wanted the men at the top." 


One of the men named as a ring-- 


leader can be picked up "when we 
need him," said the commissioner.

NEW AIRPORT 
AT INDIANTOWN 


Harrisburg, Aug. 27 (AP)—Con- 


struction of an air field to acomo- 
date the largest military planes is 
among improvements to be effected 
at Pennsylvania's Indiantown Gap 
military reservation under a $1,- 
079,000 W.P.A. program. 


Col. 
Philip Mathews, state ad- 


ministrator of the Work Projects 
Administration, announced a simi- 
lar million-dollar program for im- 
proving the Army's air depot at 
Middletown, near Harrisburg, awaits 
approval in Washington. 


Only light planes now can land 


at Indiantown Gap, usual summer- 
time training base for Pennsyl- 
vania's troops, and possible site of 
extended training of the 28th Di- 
vision under tentative War depart- 
ment plans. Mathews said, how- 
ever, construction of "soil-stabil- 
ized," all-weather runways 4,000 
feet long and 100 feet wide will ac- 
commodate "the largest bombers." 


In addition, the program calls for 


construction of sewers, water lines, 
a reservoir, light and telephone 
lines, bathhouses and toilets, roads 
and sidewalks, drainage facilities, a 
community school and recreation 
center, rehabilitation of existing 
barracks, construction of two ord- 
nance warehouses and one to shel- 
ter 140 trucks, and improvements 
to the rifle and artillery ranges.

Our National Troubles—Their Cause and Their Cure 


(Continued) 


It is not embraced in the design of this lecture to discuss the ab- 


stract principle of Human Slavery. The tone of moral sentiment in all 
past ages and the universal verdict of the civilized world settles the 
question beyond disputation that it is only "evil and that continually." 
That it is a continued infringement of the sacred rights of man, a curse 
to the master, a curse to the slave, a blight and dishonor to the soul 
upon which it is nourished. To its existence among us as a people do we 
attribute the chief and primal cause of all our present national trouble. 


When the Revolution of 1776 succeeded and the blood of our fore- 


fathers was warm^with the fire of liberty, it required no meta-physical 
reasoning to convince them that slavery was wrong. They saw intuitive- 
ly that there was no consistency between the doctrines of the Declara- 
tion of Independence and a system that perpetuated the bondage of their 
weaker fellow-men. Hence all the fathers of the Republic, whether north 
or south,-were anti-slavery men in sentiment. I repeat it, that without 
a single exception, all the leaders of the American revolution, and found- 
ers of the government were anti-slavery men. 
With Washington at 


their head and supported by Jefferson, they looked upon the system as 
one that could not long exist in peace among a free and enlightened 
people. 
These great lights of Virginia, publicly expressed sentiments 


which if uttered upon their graves today would cost any man his life. 
To illustrate their views, allow me to make a quotation from each. 


WasJiington and Jefferson Opposed Slavery 


In 1786 General Washington declared: "There is not a man living 


who wishes more sincerely than I do to see a plan adopted for the 
abolition of slavery. But there is only one proper and effectual mode by 
which it can be accomplished, and that is by legislative authority; and 
this as far as my suffrage will go will never be wanting." 


Thomas Jefferson in his "Notes on Virginia," thus expresses his con- 


demnation of the system. "The whole commerce between master and slave, 
.s a perpetual exercise of the most boisterous passions, the most unremit- 
;ing despotism on the one part and degrading submission on the other, 
tfcbody wishes more ardently to see an abolition not only of the trade, 
jut of the conditions of slavery, and certainly nobody will be more willing 
to encounter every sacrifice for that object." And again he asks: "And 
can the liberties of a nation be thought secure when we have removed 
their only firm basis, a conviction in the minds of the people, that the.se 
iberties are the gift of God? That they are not to bo violated, but with 
his wrath? Indeed I tremble for my country when I reflect that God is 
ust; that his justice cannot sleep forever; that, considering numbers, na- 
.ure and natural means, only a revolution of the wheel of fortune, an 
exchange of situation is among possible events; that it may become prob- 
able by supernatural interference. The Almighty has no attribute that 
can take sides with us in such a contest." 


Constitution, Cornerstone of Freedom 


Such were the sentiments that prevailed in the purest days of the 


Republic. No man of prominence dared to risk his reputation, by assert- 
ng anything else or asking more for slavery then a mere temporary 
3xistence, until it could be disposed of to the mutual benefit of the 
master and slave. The best proof of this fact is to be found in the forma- 
ion of the constitution. There can be no doubt that the corner stone of 
hat instrument was freedom. Not to a special class alone, but that it 
ontemplated the prospective freedom of every human being that should 
dwell upon American soil. So careful were the framers of the Constitu- 
ion on this point, EO anxious thai their views should never be misintre- 
jreted, that they nowhere used the word slave in that instrument, 
nowhere did they express in language, or by any fair construction of 
anguage, imply that there could be the right ot 'property in man. They 
peak of slaves as "persons held to sen/ice;" as persons for whom there 
light be a representation in the Congress of the nation. They evidently 
loped and believed that that constitution would go down to future times 
nd ages, to a period when slavery would cease in the land and in the 
vorld, and they were evidently unwilling by the insertion of the word 
lave in the constitution, to make it possible for posterity to infer either 
hat they approved of the system or that they anticipated that it would 
c perpetuated. 


To show their determination to crush out the system, they made 


revision by which laws could be passed for the suppression of the slaw 
rade, firmly believing that when that should be done the Institution 
•ould die of its own accord. 
I admit that they were mistaken in 


heir view upon this point, but we cannot deny them the honor of beiru? 
ure in their purposes to root out the mighty evil. Indeed, I cannot 
eprcss the indignation which I feel when I hear tho.se patriotic men 
ensured lor not advancing further than they did in the. Constitution. 


was it that they did not make an end of slavery at once? It was 


ccause they were convinced that their posterity would be true to the 
xample which they set and following in their footsteps proceed by 
gislative acts peacefully to break the yokes of the bondmen and let the 
ppressed go free. I confess that their confidence was misplaced. But I 
•ill do them the honor here to say that if they had for a moment sus- 
>ected, that, we, their children, would have been so recreant to the sacred 
ause of freedom they would have taken it out of our hands and done the- 
•ork themselves. Immortal praise then to the noble framers oi our 
federal Constitution.

Germany has pilots to spare. 


During the battle of France, Eng- 
land apparently had a severe short- 
age of fighting airmen. British pi- 
lots, by their own accounts, fought 
hour after hour to the point of ex- 
haustion.

Washington, Aug. 27 - (AP)~ 


Uncle Sam. tackled the job today of 
enrolling every alien in the United 
States and its possessions. 


The order tb register went out to 


all non-citizens—to the" youngest 
infant and the oldest adult, to the 
sick and the lame; even to incom- 
petents. The only exceptions were 
diplomatic or other representatives 
of' foreign governments and their 
families. 


An estimated 3.600,000 non-citi- 


zens are required to register and be 
fingerprinted 
before December 27. 


They may go to any one of the 
7,300 postcffices designated for the 
?. ork. 


Registration for the most part 


will take place in private offices un- 
der the guidance of postal employes 
trained in the task. Aliens need 
net register at their home post- 
cffices. 


The program, for which congress 


appropriated more than $3,000,000 
v,-as ordered a defense measure, to 
give this country for the first time 
an accurate check on the aliens 
here, their whereabouts, activities, 
the length ot their stay and their 
relatives. 


Failure to register or making 


false statements while registering 
involve penalties up to $1,000 fine 
and six months m jail. The latter 
offense also is a deportable one. 


Earl 
G-. Harrison, of Philadel- 


phia, head of the alien registration 
division, said that the hardest prob- 
lem thus far encountered in the 
hastily organized educational cam- 
paign directed to aliens was "a mis- 
understanding 
about 
fingerprint- 


ing" 


Harrison 
expressed 
confidence, 


however, that the program would 
be carried through "with a mini- 
mum of friction and difficulty."

—"Short on food and water but long 
on entertainment" is the descrip- 
tion of a German internment camp 
by an American where he was held 
for three months. 


The former prisoner is Alfred 


Raymond, of Chicago, one of the or- 
janizers of the American volunteer 
ambulance corps which served with 
the French army. 


Raymond and three comrades—i 


Murray 
Shipley, 
of 
Cincinnati: 


Louis Wehrle, of Ft. Wayne, Indi- 
ana, and Marcus Clark, of Holly- 
wood, California, were released from 
the camp near Dresden last Friday 
and reached Geneva, Monday. They 
had been prisoners since they were 
captured at Montcomet, northern 
France, last May 17. 


"Our camp, which was divided 


into three parts, contained 18,000 
French, Polish and Belgian officers 
and men," Raymond said. 


He said the entire camp depended 


for its water supply on a town of 
6,000 inhabitants and water there- 
fore was limited. 


"We were seldom thirsty," 
he 


continued, "but almost always hun- 
:ry. 


"Daily rations were a fifth of a 


loaf of bread, small rations of soup, 
one vegetable and sometimes cof- 
fee. 
That wasn't enough for active 


men, 
but I suppose the Germans 


were doing the best they could. 


"Our section of the camp held 


6,000 French, who, with German 
help, organized an elaborate educa- 
tional 
program 
which developed 


nto a virtual university. 


"We had lectures by French offi- 


cers who in civil life were experts 
n their own field—ranging from 
Business management to architec- 
ture. 


"One of the largest classes was 


the English language class."

That was rather a surprising 


statement by the semi-official Dienst 
Aus Deutschland of Berlin which 
characterized'all that has happened 
thus far in the battle of Britain as 
"preliminaries.." 


The preliminaries at,last,are fin- 


ished, says Dienst, nazidom has 
achieved air supremacy over Eng- 
land, and "now begins the planned 
destruction of industrial plants es- 
sential to war." 


Nobody but the sponsors of this 


statement know whether it is a 
"business double" or just another 
piece of propaganda in the war ol 
nerves. . Certainly it finds support 
in the. heavy nazi raids over the 
industrial area of the English mid- 
lands the past two nights. How- 
ever, I .take the liberty of believ- 
ing that Dienst could have given us 
a much more illuminating view oi 
the position had it been permitted 
to do so. 


Not for. one moment do -I doubt 


that the nazi airdromes are capable 
of unleashing many times the force 
which already has - been rained on 
the Britons in the "preliminaries" 
since the direct attack started on 
June 18, more than two months ago. 
There is no doubt, either, that Herr 
Hitler intends to employ this vast 
aerial power and — if it proves 
feasible — to accompany it by in- 
vasion. 


British Defense Strong1 


Still, in my view the warfare 


which has been going on has been 
more than spade work. The fueh- 
ler set out lor a quick kill — and 
more than two months is a long 
time for a man in a hurry. 
In 


short, it strikes me that circum- 
stances over which Hitler has had 
no control have hampered his blitz- 
krieg plans and nullified some of 
his operations 


Among these circumstances we 


certainly may list the strength 
shown by the British not only in 
defense but m offense, and the 
threat of trouble in the Balkans at 
Germany's back-door. We are en- 
titled also to ask for more support 
of the contention that the nazis 
have achieved supremacy over the 
English in the air. 


That Germany has superiority in 


air strength there is no question, 
but "supremacy" is another thing, 
foi it denotes control of the air. 
The German superiority hasn't pre- 
vented persistent British raids over 
German territory in recent weeks 
also, only Monday London listed 
1,10-1 German raiders brought down 
since June 18, and more than 800 
since August 8, which was the first 


day of the nazi mass attacks. That 
doesn't sound like German 
"con- 


trol." 


There is another aspect of the 


beginning of this new phase of war- 
fare which is highly 
important. 


That, is bound up in the proverb 
that time and tide wait for no man, 
not even a conqueror like Herr Hic- 
ler. He is getting perilously close 
to the bad weather season which 
will render military operations most 
difficult if not impossible. 


Weather Is Factor 


Anything can happen in the way 


of weather after the beginning of 
September, although the first half 
of the month generally is good. 
Sometimes the whole month is all 
right, but October means the start 
of bad days. Rain, fog and winds 
seriously hamper flying, and the al- 
ways tricky English channel kicks 
up far more trouble than any in- 
vading force would want to deal 
with. 


Apart 
from 
the 
weather 
the 


channel itself presents a formidable 
barrier to invasion. 
This whole 


long stretch of water is filled with 
tidal 
streams 
which shiit 
and 


squirm and turn so that only a 
great expert can figure them out. 


Ihere is still a further catch in 


the thing tor the nazis. 
It isn't 


enough to be able to pick a lew 
days of good weather for the at- 
tempted invasion with an army. 


They must figure that once they 


have landed in England they must 
keep boats crossing the 
channel 


with supplies and re-mforcements. [ 
Thus the closer they come to the 
time ol settled bad weather the | 
greater will be then pioblem ot in- [ 
vasion.
